Uhofe politicians are extremely miftaken who 
argue that the death of the Emperor will oceafion a 
reltoration of peace among't the contending powers. 
The Turks have refufed, with the utmott determin- 
ation, evéry offer of moderate terms from the Em- 
peror and Eniprefs, with their united forces. Is i 
to be believed, that when they have only rhe Em- 
prefy to contend with, thar they will aot rife in their 
demands, aod infift upon terns wheh*will not be 

confidered fufficiently moderate to be complied with ? 
In that cafe therefore we may exyst vigorous vre- 
patations, and a bloody compaign fe is well kaowa 
that the King of Pruilia, and the King of Sweden, 
are clolely conne&ed with the Tuiks —and is it to 
be fuppofed, chat they will forego fuch an opportuni-

ty of diftarbing the tranquillity of tiie Empire. The 
advantage to the King of Pruffia, and: the King of 
Great Britain, to have an F.mperor in their intereft, 
are fo preat, that there can be little doubt but that 
they will interfere in the eleClion of the King of the 
Romans, and will be oppofed by the united intercits 
of Ruflia and France. 

IF the Emperor recovers, we will venture to af- 
fert, that neither in that event is there any profpeé 
of peace. Is it to be fuppofed that the reftlefs and 
ambitious King of Sweden, having now made him. 
felf abiolute over his cwn fubjeéts, will be content. 
ed, without encroaching on his neighbours ?—Is_ it 
to be fuppofed that the King of  Praflia, with 2 
great and powerful army, abundance of money, and 
fortified by an alliance with this country, whichi 
gives him the command of all the force of Great 
Britain, will remain a quict fpe@tator of the diftur- 
bances around’ him, without availing himfelf of the , 
opportunity of encreafing his power, and  fatisfying 
his ambition ? 

We can further affure the public, that we have 
the greateft reafon to believe, than an ailiance is 
already formed between Spain, France, the Empe- 
ror, and the Emprefs, to which the King of Sardi- 
nia has lately acceded ;. and that the defign of this. 
alliance is holtile to Great Britain. Morn. Star. 

The meeting of the French States General, it. is 
certain, is further adjourned. ‘There is the utmoft 
confufion in the French Cabinet ; and letters which 
we received by a private conveyance late on Wed- 
nefday evening, give reafon to apprehend an imme- 
diate change of the prefent adminiftration. .Mon- 
fieur Mon:morin and Neckar, it.is faid, have threa- 
tened to refign! Monfieur le St Prieft takes the 
lead in the Queen’s party ; and if her party get in 
to power they are determinined to declare a national 
bankruptcy immediately ; and to lead the nation in- 
to war, to divert their attention from. internal difor.
